NEBRASKA. COUNTIES 


Nebraska farmers are urged to 


procure their seed corn In their own 
community by D. L,. Gross, exten- 
sion aont In the agronomy depart- 
ment at the college of agriculture. 
Seed from the same community, he 
believes, will 
probably be more 
adapted to that section of the coun- 
try."Much seed corn in the state is 
dead," in his opinion. "The past year 
was a poor one for seed corn be- 
cause of the early frost in October, 
which 
Injured 
the 
germinating 


power of a good share of the corn. 
By close examination the ordinary 
farmer can determine whether or 
not the corn will germinate. 


"Kernels with a white, plump germ 
and no discoloration will probably 
germinate. Smooth ears are slightly 
higher in germination as shown in 
a number of experimental 
tests. 
This type of ear will usually yield a 
little higher." 
Experiments conducted by Dr. T. 


A. Klnsselbach at the college have 
shown that when the percentage of 
germination of the corn Is low, it is 
advisable to plant thicker, for the 
yield will be practically the same. 
increasing1 the amount planted will 
overcome the lack of germination. 


Mr. Gross has estimated that 75 


per cent of the corn in 
Nebraska 


this spring is poor seed. 


Treating Potatoes. 


Dealers in ten Nebraska cities are 
treating seed potatoes according to 
the recommendations of the agricul- 
tural extension service, declared K 
W McFarland, 
extension 
agent. 


This is being done, ho said, in an 
effort to furnish customers the best 
heed stock that can he obtained. 
These treated potatoes, he as- 


serted will be free of a number of 
diseases which cause low yields of 
potatoes under eastern and southern 
Nebraska conditions Tf planted on 
land In which potatoes 
have not 


been grown recently, they should 
out-vleld untreated seod by 15 to 25 
per cent, Mr. McFarland predicted. 


Omaha, l^mcoln, 
Crete, 
Wahoo, 


Nebraska City, Grand Island, Sew- 
ard, David Clt>, Holdrege and Mc- 
Cook dealers are treating about 50 
car loads of seed. 


"They ar^ all using the hot for- 


maldehyde treatment which 
is a 


comparatively new but very effec- 
tive means of control," the agent 
declared "Dealers everywhere have 
appeared willing to co-operate In- 
stalling ffood equipment has been 
the biggest problem for most of 
them. 


"Nebraska," Mr. McFarland as- 


serted, "is facing the greatest short- 
age on good seed potatoei in years. 
An unusually light crop on a small 
acreage last year Is responsible. 
Hdme grown seed will not yield 
nearly as much as seed from the 
north, due to a number of diseases. 
Certified seed would be better than 
treated seed if it could be obtained, 
but it is not available in any quan- 
titv. Seed treatment does not con- 
trol a number-of 'running out' di- 
seases which are not present In cer- 
tified seed. 


Crop to B* Heavy. 
"Until this year eastern Nebraska 


has never furnished a good market 
for western Nebraska seed stock, so 
the growers there have turned their 
'attention to the Triumph variety for 
the south. Triumphs are not good 
potatoes for southern and eaatern 
Nebraska. Cobblers and Early Ohlos 
are the recommended varieties in 
this section of the state 
The best 
seed of these varieties comes from 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
Po- 
tatoes grown under a heavy straw 
mulch here are almost as good as 
the northern stock for seed." 


"All 
indications point toward a 


flooded potato market by mid-sum- 
mer or as soon as the new potatoes 
come on the market here," the agent 
concluded. "Potatoes arc scarce and 
high now and ever}one who has a 
patch will probably plant it. Only 
tho&e potatoes that are early and 
heavy in jield are ffoing to make 
their growers money this jear, If 
present indications hold and 
the 


season is normal."

A big feature in hog production Is 
pasture of the proper

properly rotated, P. L. Gross, ex- 
tension agent' In agronomy at tiic 
University of Nebraska college of 
agriculture declared. 


Diseases and worms are always 


more common In hogs kept on the 
game pasture year after year. All! 
old hog pastures should be plowed, 
Mr. Gross said. Each farmer who 
raises hogs should have three .or 
four lots available for hog pasture 
and the animals rotated each year. 


"Alfalfa makes the best pasture," 


Mr. Gross said. 
He also praised 


sweet clover and red clover 
and 


pointed out that fall rye and Sudan 
grass often proved satisfactory as 
temporary pastures. 


Plow Old Pasture. 


Many farmers In Nebraska pas- 


ture their hogs on old blue grass 
pastures that have been uncd for 
this purpose for many years, 
he 


said In this case it is advisable to 
break up the Sod and keep the hogs 
off for a few vears: in the mean- 
time, a good stand of alfalfa 
or 
other suitable pasture crop may be 
obtained. 


Mr. Gross advised farmers to plan 


their pasture program 
for next 
year this spring and alfalfa should 
be seeded now for pasture a year 
from this spring. 
He pointed out 
that rotation of pastures if gener- 
ally adopted will mean a marked 
advance in the control of diseases

Corn supplements and substitutes 


for fattening lambs are the subjects 
if a report just completed by H. D. 
Fox of the animal husbandry de- 
partment at the .University of Ne- 
braska college of agriculture on the 
aasls of recent experiments. 


Sven lots of thirty lambs each 
were fattened for market on differ- 
ent rations during the course of the 
experiment. 


The lambs which were fed a ra- 
tion of corn, linseed meal, corn sil- 
age and alfalfa hay made the larg- 
est and cheapest gains. They also 
made the highest dressed vield and 
returned the greatest 
profit 
per 


head. The test indicated that the 
feeding of-linseed rneal was par- 
ticularly beneficial tvhen silage was 
also fed. 


Mr. Fox' report found that the 


value of norn supplements and sub- 
stitutes 
depends upon the rela- 


tive prices of the supplements and 
substitutes as compared with corn 
and bay composing the base of the 
ration; the gains produced where 
supplements or substitutes are fed, 
as compared with those produced 
when only hay and corn are fed; the 
amount of feed required to produce 
a given gain and the comparative

exercise it This, you will see, is not 
Democracy, but a federal republic 
"There are three branches of our 
government: the 
legislative, the 


executive, the judicial. 
The law- 
making power is entirely in the 
Ss of the first: the executive 
power in the hands of tl«- second: 
and the Interpretation of the law m 
the hands of the third. The people 
as a whole can neither make laws, 
interpret them, nor execute them. 
Their power ceases 
when

elect the officials whose duty it is 
to do this work.

made just one amendment to the 
constitution. Since that time, we 
have turned toward constitutional 
tinkering at a fast and furious rate. 


"Third, the failure of our people 
to exercise the right of franchise is 
an evil that ought to be overcome.) 
Only about 50 per cent of the peo- 
ple go to the ballot box. 
Let Constitution Alone.

a'fonc. It has worked well. Under it 
our territorial area 
and 
posses- 
sions have expanded until we have 
become 
an 
empire upon which 


the sun docs not set, and we are 
the best fed, best paid, best clothed.

Mrs. Terrell is the 
first president of the National As- 
sociation of Colored "Women.

from the emancipation of the slaves 


up until the present time.

the 


privilege of education. But In spite 
of this handicap many of the wo- 
men have shown great prosrrss In 
both

She told of many Instances 


where young colored -women have 
graduated from thp best universi- 
ties with high honors.

THE WHITE HOUSE 


PHANTOM. 


Harsh and bitter words have sounded in the United 


States senate in the last three days as a result of the 
mysterious interview 
accredited 
to 
Ambassador 


Houghton, fresh from London, in which a pessimistic 
picture of European conditions has-been painted. 


This Interview took place in the state department, 


obviously with the approval and sanction of Secre- 
1ary of State Kellogg and inferentially 
with 
that 


,,t President Coolldge. On the basis of this meeting, 
the correspondents of the press, who had been called 
in wrote that Houghton had placed before President 
Coolidge a black and forbidding picture of European 
conditions. The backwash from Europe was imme- 
diate, frothy and spirited. Thereupon the state de- 
partment issued a diplomatic denial, saying that "Mr. 
Houston had not disclosed to an "unofficial 
person 


the nature of his report to the president. 


Senator Pat Harrison in the senate was so angered 


by this byplay of words he finally declared that it 
was not conceivable any truthful man would make one 
kind of a report to the newspaper men and an en- 
tirely different one to the president. 


That is a scorching- which Mr. Houghton's pecu- 


liar antics have fully justified. 


The incident is but one of a aeries to which Editor 


& Publisher has been directing attention for 
some 


months and demanding there be a change in methods. 
It has been Mr. Coolidge, who established the tradi- 
tion of the "White ;House" spokesman. 
No one is 


supposed to let it be known who this spokesman is 
and what his connection with the president is. But 
on a half a dozen occasions he has presumed to speak 
the president's mind. When public reaction has been 
unfavorable, the informal manner in which the mat- 
ter has been made public has 
enabled the White 


House to escape embarrassment which would have 
otherwise resulted if the president had made known 
his views directly. 


No president in the last quarter of a century, Edi- 


tor & Publisher recently declared, has resorted to such 
i. subterfuge in order to escape responsibility. Mc- 
Kinley, Roosevelt, Taft, and Wilson met with 
the 


newspaper men and made known their views in di- 
rect conversation. There was no opportunity for mis- 
understanding. There was no effort to evade the con- 
,equences of their utterances upon public questions. 
Vo phantom spokesman assumed to speak for^hem. 
t'hey did their own talking and. accepted the public's 
. saction in the natural course of things. 


What a different attitude is now manifest at Wash- 


ington! 


When the French debt funding- negotiations were 


underway, the White House "spokesman" in conver- 
ation with newspaper men let drop the inference 
Ambassador Jusserand had been rebuked for activity 
n this connection. The indignation m French circles 
nade it expedient the interpretation placed upon the 
'spokesman's word" should 
be 
disowned by the 


A'hite House. This was promptly done. Since then 
he same procedure has 
been followed In other 


•natters. 


This newspaper, along with Editor & Publisher and 


hundreds of other American publications, will hope 


i hat President Coolidge will abandon the White House 
'spokesman." It smacks of a brand of statesman-- 
iliip which has never been recognized in this coun- 
ry. The people have a right to know the facts. They 
lave a right to get their information first hand, from

He was secretary of thu Public 
Service club and the representative of a nurrbcr of 
nsurance companies, transacting business which; ran 
into the thousands of dollars annually. 


Wednesday House sat in a cell in the police station 


at Vancouver, B. C., a confessed embezzler, short in 
his accounts to the extent of probably over $25,000, 
\vith nothing to show f oi> the money he had taken ex- 
cept $170 which he had on his person when ihe offi- 
cers took him into custody. The whole tragic story 
is summed up in the statement made by the l.uuted 
man after he had been taken Into custndy. 


"I lived beyond my means. It was easy when hand- 


Ims the money.of others to use it, with the best in- 
tentions In the world of making it good. I sot deeper 
ami deeper, with no hope of making Immediate re- 
stitution and in a panic I fled."

"WAR 
LORDS" IN DISREPUTE. 


A significant indication of the present trend 
of- 


public opinion in Germany is furnished by the news 
hat 12% million voters have signed petitions for a 
national plebiscite on the question of confiscating es- 
.atea which belonged to the kaiser and' other members 
of the royal family before the revolution which came 
at the close of the world war. 


Up to the present time the government of the Ger- 


man republic has recognized the er-kaiser's proprie- 
.orshlp of lands, buildings and other properties worth 
in the aggregate at least a, hundred million dollars, on 


hich his annual income is said to be more than J5,- 


000,000. This extreme liberality to the deposed mon- 
arch at a time when the German people working over- 
ime in their.struggle to re-establish their Industries 
md commerce, while simultaneously making repara- 
ion payments to the allies as provided by the Dawes' 
plan, seems at last to have brought about a popular 
upheaval that threatens to stop the former ruler's 
low of easy money. 


While the Teutonic nation still protests 
against 


having odium of "war guilt" laid solely upon Itself, the 
mass of its citizens apparently has no particular feei- 
ng of admiration or loyalty to the Hohenzollerns or 
.he other "war lords" who led them into the great con- 
lict and thus precipitated the events which brought 
Germany down from the dominating position she once 
occupied. 


It is a decidedly different situation from that which 
'ranee occupied a hundred years ago, after the fall 


of Napoleon, his exile to St. Helena, and his death 
here. The French people still remembered "the em- 
peror" as their national leader who had made their 
country for a time the master of Europe. In death 
he had become their legendary hero, as evidenced by 
.he lavish public cere,monials carried out in. tribute to 
his memory, when his remains were finally brought 
back from the lonely island-in the South Atlantic and 
nterred in an honored shrine at Paris. 


In the case of ex-kaiser Wilhelm, now living in ease 


and luxury at Doom, his Holland estate, the majorl- 
y of his countrymen regard him as a deserter of the 
nation in its mo.st critical hour. His action and that 
of the crown prince in fleeing across the border fol- 


lnsr the defeat of their armies was stigmatized at 


the time as "cowardly." 
"Wilhelm had never been a 


commanding figure nor shown any military genius on 
his own account, nor had his son, Friedrich Wilhelm. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that the German peo- 


ple should now exhibit resentment against allowing 
he Hohenzollerns to keep the huge estates which 
they once, held, and to draw therefrom enormous an- 
nual revenues to sustain them abroad in regal luxury. 
There Is no desire nor purpose, of course, to reduce 
them to poverty. Whatever may happen, they will 
have plenty left to live upon without working. The 
purpose of the proposed plebiscite is to relieve the 
country of contributing "millions of dollars a year to 
their coffers, which they do not need. 


Confiscation of crown, lands Is not equivalent to de- 


priving- individuals of their holdings. 
Such estates 


lave always been, in a sense, the property of the 
state, and the state undoubtedly has a right to re- 
claim them, now that it has decided to get along here- 
after without royal rulers. 


Germany gives every sign of having permanently 


deposed her former military and 
naval 
overlords. 


Hlndenburg, who was persona non grata to the old 
war junta, now holds the reins and evinces a disposi- 
tion to govern the country In accordance with repub- 
lican Ideals. Ludendorf, his former chief of strategy 
in the army, has been thoroughly discredited, and von 
Tirpitz, who 'headed the German navy before and 
during the war, was howled down in the reichstag a 
few days ago. The new Germany seems determined 
to tread the pathways of peace. 


A WOMAN HEADS A PUBLIC UTILITY. 


A woman, Miss Mary E. Dillon, 22 years ago an 


'office boy", has been named 
president 
of 
the 


Brooklyn Borough Gas company, a $5,000,000 corpora- 
tion, employing more than 600 people, and serving 
more than 40,000 consumers. 


The public has become accustomed to announce- 


ments of this character. 
Women have'been advanc- 


ing most amazingly in the business and industrial 
work and in large numbers occupy positions of great 
responsibility and trust. 
In the organization which 


Miss Dillon succeeds to the presidency, two other wo- 
men have been chosen for 
executive places—Miss 


Helen Steers as treasurer and assistant secretary and 
Miss Mary Armstrong, secretary and assistant treas- 
urer. Across the river in New York City a woman re- 
cently became active head of a great banking institu- 
tion. Thousands of women are actively engaged in 
various phases of commerce and are showing a sur- 
prising aptitude for it. 


When it-is recalled that less than twenty-five years 


have elapsed since woman entered the business and 
Industrial world, except in few and isolated Instances, 
her success may properly be the subject of surprise.

BABY RASHES. 
"Dear Doctor: I wonder if you can recommend anything that will do 


away with dry skin on my six months old baby. He's a healthy little 
fellow, not exactly little, however, for he weighed 18 pounds at five 
months, and in spite of Itchtness Is very happy and good-natured. He 
Is breast fed on a four-hour feeding schedule. I thought perhaps it is 
caused by the richness of my milk. But now I have started him on 
carrots and spinach, pureed through a sieve, and, of course, he has 
been taking orange juice for some time. His stomach seems rashy, 
also "the fat part of his legs below the knee, and from the elbow dovrn. 
His face Ms chapped, rough and seems like rough skin. I do not give 
him a water bath more than three times a week at the most. Other 
times, I rub cocoa butter over him. I am Just starting him on cod liver 
oil as a means of clearing his skin. He does not always have regular 
bowel movements and never more rtian once a day. I do not seem to 
have much success in breaking off his two night feedings.—Mrs. M. 


There are several things that cause rashes in babie», Mrs. M.: over- 


heating of the skin by too much clothing, overfeeding and underfeeding; 
then, of course, there are the rashes that come in diseases like measles 
and scarlet fever, etc. 
It Is not uncommon for artificially fed babies to have rashes with 


some fever. It is not contagious and Is probably due to some slight in- 
testinal disturbance. The condition is known as roseola Infantum, or the 
rose rash of Infants. The striking feature of this roseola, Infantum Is 
that the child usually does not seem to be ill and wants to play. Some- 
times there may be some signs of irritability and nervousness, if the 
fever is high. Usually the eruption comes after the temperature falls. 


(Of course, the mother should see her physician, especially if the 


rash is accompanied by fever, to rule out measles, scarlet fever, etc.) 


You are not taking bromides or such drugs for headaches, are you. 


Mrs. M? These will cause nursing babies to have rashes. 


I suspect, in your baby's case, as your milk is \ery rich and he has 


two night feedings, that he Is getting too much food. Eighteen pounds 
at five months may be too heavy for him. 


This overfeeding may also account for his bowels not being regular. 


I suggest that you cut out these night feedings; he will probably cry a 
good deal for three nights and then forget. 
But don't give him any- 


thing except a. drink of water; and you may have to stop that. Perhaps 
you might give him a little water before nursing him. 


Instead of cocoa butter, rub his skin with a solution made of seven 


ounces of distilled or rose water, one ounce of glycerine and ten. drops of 
carbolic acid. Rub it on until it is absorbed. 
Are you taking him to a. chilren's specialist or clinic periodically?

girls. They could be such lovely 
girls if they could but be made to 
realize the folly of their indiscre- 
t!ons and the interest they have in 
beys be swung to other channels. 


I -wonder if you or any' of your 


readers -:ould suggest some way I 
could reach them. I want to help 
them. O- course I 
could 
report 
them and get them into serious 
trouble. I could talk to their par- 
ents plainly but I fear the conse- 
quences. One father is a member 01 
the school board. 
He would be- 
lieve nothing against his daughter. 
The other one is a church fanatic, 
I would say, and he might go the 
very limit in his punishment and 
ruin the girl forever. I do not have 
any idea what the reaction of tha 
third father might be, but he would 
no doubt take the girl from school, 
If he believed me. So, before I re- 
sort to those measures I would like 
to make an earnest campaign to 
better these girls. There must be 
some way. Please help me, if you 
can.—A TEACHER. 
A. I do not know how practical 


rny suggestions may be to you. But 
it seems to me, if I had those girls to 
influence, I would try this sort of 
an experiment on them. I would 
take them on a series of civic and 
state visits. I would take them to 
visit a home for wayward girls and 
get them to talk to some of these 
girls, and to the matron in charge. 
T would take them to visit the in- 
stitution for the insane and I would 
ask one of the doctors there to tell 
the girls plainly what some of the 
chief causes are of the cases there. 
I would take them to visit a hos- 
pital and arrange a lecture, formal 
or informal, for their benefit there, 
telling them of the miseries caused 
through moral delinquency. 1 would 
take them to visit 
a home for 


feeble-minded and defective child- 
ren, showing- them how the sms of 
the fathers (and mothers) are visit- 
pd upon the innocent. And I would 
take them to visit a court session, 
where some delinquent girl is fac- 
ing publicly the consequences of her 
indiscretions. 
I would give these girls something 


definite to think about, and in- 
formation to think with. I would 
show them how very small is the 
chance that they should be one 10 
"get away with" social sins when 
the great majority are made to pay 
in one way or another, often in 
several wa\s. 
I would be glad to have any sug- 


gestions from thougMul readers as 
to methods they would suggest to 
teach such girls, and to help them.

Nebraska Women's Activities 


AINSWORTH—(By the Associ- 


ated Press.)—Parental responsibil- 
ity must be revived if we expect 
to rejuvenate the home life which 
is ao necessary to the welfare of 
any community, Mrs. F. R. Gal- 
braith, state chairman of the Amer- 
ican home department of the Ne- 
braska Federation o£ Women's clubs 
declared here Friday. 
The great majority of communi- 


ties, both large and small, are o^ er- 
organized, Mrs. Galbraith 
said. 


"When moral conditions become un- 
bearable the community begins to 
organize this and that society to 
better the community. 
''Father and mother," she de- 


clared, "feel that they must belong 
to the uplift societies for the good 
of their communities, with the re- 
sult that their time and energy is 
divided into such small fragments 
that they are not giving helpful 
service to any enterprise, and the 
home as a consequence is sadly ne- 
glected. If the home and the church 
•would direct all their strength and 
influence to the proper functioning 
of each, the community problems 
•would largely take care of them- 
selves. It is the backsliding of the 
church and American home which 
has helped to bring about these 
community problems." 


Must Take Responsibility. 


The American home at present Is 


receiving criticism because it has 
lost its grip on the moral, spiritual 
and public welfare of our younger 
generation, she declared. To strike 
at the root of the disease that, is 
sapping the vitality of the Ameri- 
can home necessitates the appli- 
cation of a remedy of the home 
maker, she believed. 
'Is parental responsibility in evi- 


dence," she asked, "when father 
and mother spend the evening and 
part of the night at the club while 
the children are sent to the picture 
show with the admonition to re- 
turn home by fl:30 and retire? Un- 
til home makers rightfully assume 
parental responsibility, all the wel- 
fare organizations 
in the United 


States, while they may help materi- 
ally, will not permanently better 
community conditions " 


Mrs. Galbraith outlined the work 


of the home department of the Ne- 
braska Federaeion 
of 
Women's 


clubs, which she declared Inc udea 
a program of work for more tha-i 
300 clubs 
in the state federation 


•which will leach 15,000 homes 
m 


Nebraska. 
These homes she said 


are expected to be the leaders In a 
state-wide back to the home move- 
ment. 


"The desire for rejuvenated home 


life must 
be instilled into homo 


makers in each community," she 
said 
"We hope to arouse an in- 
terest in the 
preparation of 
the 


home, to study the relationship 01 
the family group to the home anr 
community, to help the home mak- 
er to eliminate drudgery through 
efficiency, and to study the art 
ol 


motherciaft' 


Growth in Project Work. 


A total of 460 organized rural wo- 
men's group and clubs over the 
state are taking project work offer- 
ed by the agricultural college ex- 
tension service in foods, convenient 
kitchens, 
health and clothing 
as 


compared to 3SO clubs last jear. The 
Increase of more than 20 per cen 
is attributed to the success of the 
first two years of the program o 
giving extension instruction througl 


organized clubs and project leadens. 
There has been little change in the 
.ystem since its successful inau- 
guaration three years ago. 


The increase noted In the num- 


ber 
of 
clubs taking 
the project 


vork this year does not indicate 
eneral increases in membership in 


clubs that
